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GENERAL STATEMENT. 

Foundation. 

THE VANDERBILT UNIVERSITY owes its foundation to the munifi- 
cence of Cornelius Vandbbbilt, of New York, who, on the 27th of 
March, 1873, made a donation of Five Hundred Thousand Dollars. This 
was subsequently increased until the entire donation amounted to One 
Million Dollars. 

Organization. 

The University is organized with six distinct Departments, as follows: 

I. Thk Academic Department, embracing Philosophy, Science, and 

Literature. 
II. The Biblical Department. 

III. The Law Depabtment. 

IV. Thk Medical Depabtment. 

V. The Depabtment of Phabmacy. 
VI. The Dental Depabtment. 

Each of these Departments has its Faculty of Instruction, charged 
with its special management. 

Grounds and Buildings. 

The site of the University is at the west end of Nashville, a short distance beyond 
the corporation-line. Water and gas-pipes extend to the grounds, and a street- 
car furnishes cheap access from every part of the city. The grounds comprise sev- 
enty-five acres, and from their elevation— on a level with Capitol Hill — afford fine 
views on every side, and furnish the fullest conditions of health. They are well 
inclosed, and suitably improved with roads and walks, water, gas-lamps and nu- 
merous shade-trees. 

In appreciation of the elevating and refining influence of a culture of the rosthet- 
ical principle in our nature, it is the policy of the Board to ornament the buildings 
and grounds, and to keep them, as far as possible, in such a state of neatness as to 
surround the pupils, at all times, with objects of beauty and taste. 

(20) 
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University Building. 

This building (see p. 2), devoted to general University purposes, is also occupied 
by the Academic and Law Departments, and by the Department of Pharmacy, and 
during the erection of Wesley Hall by the Theological Department. 

The structure is of brick, with graystone trimmings, four stories in height, and 
one hundred and ninety feet front by sixty feet, and one hundred and forty feet deep. 
The first floor is occupied wholly by the Schools of Chemistry and Natural History, 
with their Lecture-rooms, working and special Laboratories, Balance-room, Muse- 
ums, and Chemical Storing-vault. The next floor has the Business Offices of the 
University, the Apparatus and Experimental-rooms of the School of Physics and 
other Lecture-rooms. The remaining floors are occupied by the University-chapel, 
of Gothic interior architecture, the Library and Reading-room, Literary Society 
Halls, Natural History Museum, Lecture-rooms, and Professors' Studies. The 
building throughout is heated by steam from the heating-station in Science Hall, 
lighted by gas, well ventilated, and protected from fire by water-pipes on every floor. 

Wesley Hall. 

This Hall, now rapidly approaching completion, is designed for the Theological 
Department, for purposes of instruction in that Department, and also to provide 
homes for theological students. It will contain living-rooms for one hundred and 
twenty students, with a domestic department of proportionate capacity. The 
structure — of brick, with cut-stone trimmings — will have five stories, including a 
half-basement of twelve to fourteen feet in height. The form of the building is such 
as to give the greatest amount of space, with the maximum degree of exterior illu- 
mination, being that of two parallel transverse sections, 104x40 feet and 130x35 feet, 
respectively, connected by a longitudinal section 110x50 feet. The basement will 
be occupied by the refectory, with culinary department, storage-rooms, etc. ; the 
other floors by a chapel for religious services, lecture-rooms, students'-rooms, par- 
lors, reading-rooms, and apartments for the superintendent and family. 

The building throughout will be commodious, convenient, and complete in its 
appointments, furnished with gas and water, with lecture-rooms heated by steam, 
and in all respects will be well adapted to the wants considered in its design. 

Science Hall. 

This building (see p. 22) has a central location on thegrounds, beingsituated mid- 
way between the University-building and Wesley Hall. It has three stories and 
basement, with a front of eighty feet and depth of ninety feet and forty feet, respect- 
ively. In the basement is located the steam-plant of the University heating system, 
which supplies steam to the several buildings, the engine, pumps, hydraulic-press, 
forge, machinery, and tools, and experimental-rooms. The lecture- room and engi- 
neering museum are on the next floor, together with computing-room and offices. 
Over this are general lecture-rooms, etc. 

The general drawing-room and engineering drawing-room occupy the Mansard 
story, each room being lighted by a skylight and windows on three sides. 

Observatory. 

The Astronomical Observatory is centrally located in an elevated position. The 
meridian-circle room occupies one wing, with the usual roof and horizon shutters. 
The equatorial pier, built on a solid rock foundation, extends to the floor of the dome, 
free from connection with the building, where it receives the cast-iron base of the 
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equatorial mountings. The dome is hemispherical, and revolves on a curved track, 
the motion being easily imparted by a traveling hand-gear. By means of a light 
windlass the shutter is opened by sliding it through the zenith. 

A tower in the north wing, with a revolving turret, is occupied by the geodetic 
Alt-azimuth instrument. An electric clock in the tower, for use with this instru- 
ment, is connected by wire with the Dent sidereal clock in the meridian-circle room. 
A lower north window is provided with an exterior shutter-cage for the meteoro- 
logical instruments. The computing-rooms are on the first floor. 

[For description of instruments, see « Facilities for Instruction."] 

Gymnasium. 

The Gymnasium (see p. 24) is a brick building, 90x60 feet, of handsome architect- 
ural design, and substantial. It has a basement containing dressing and bath-rooms, 
and rooms for special exercise, a principal floor for general exercise and traiuing, and 
visitors' galleries accessible from the exterior by winding stairways in two of the 
towers. 

The principal story is a single room for general exercise, 80x40 feet, with ceiling 
thirty-two feet high. It contains a running and walking track, and a complete 
equipment of gymnastic apparatus, comprising rowing-machines, chest-expanders, 
parallel and horizontal bars, trapezes, inclined and horizontal ladders, spring- 
boards, Indian clubs, dumb-bells, etc. 

In addition to these public buildings, designed for the purposes of the University, 
there are located about the grounds, to comply with the conditions of convenience 
and taste, nine Professors' houses, and au equal number of dwellings for the Janitor, 
Superintendent of Grounds, and other employes of the University. 

Medical College. 

The Medical College buildings are situated on South College Street, between 
College and Market. They consist of two principal buildings — one devoted to Lect- 
ure Halls and Museum, and the other to the Hospital. The principal Lecture Hall 
is a well-furnished room, and will accommodate four hundred students. 

Dental College. 

The Dental College building is situated on the corner of Broad and High Streets. 
The building is new, with ample halls, and arranged with reference to the require- 
ments of the Department. 

Donation of W. H. Vanderbilt. 

The special donation of One Hundred Thousand Dollars, made by Mr. W. 
H. Vanderbilt, in August, 1879, has added to the University the Gymnasium 
and its outfit, the Science Hall and a complete equipment of approved 
apparatus for instruction in Engineering, and Wesley Hall (to be com- 
pleted in November)— a commodious structure for the use of the Theo- 
logical Department. 

Founder's Day. 

The 27th of May — the birthday of the Founder of the University — is 
marked in its Calendar for suitable celebration every year. In the even- 
ing the two Literary Societies have a joint celebration, in which their 
appointed orators contend for the Founder's Medal. 
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Physical Exercise. 

The authorities of the University, in recognition of the importance of 
regular and systematic physical exercise during the formative period of 
studentrlife, have placed the recently-constructed Gymnasium under the 
charge of a Director who has had large experience in physical training. 

The students are formed in classes from twenty to twenty -five each, 
and meet the Director at the Gymnasium three times each week, where, 
clad in gymnastic uniform, they are trained under his special direction 
for three-quarters of an hour at each exercise. 

This physical instruction is open to students in all departments of the 
University free of charge.

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GENERAL COURSE OF "STUDY. 



College Course. 

The Course of Study in the Collegiate Department extends over two 
years, in which young men are prepared for the University proper. 

University Course. 

In each School of the University there are two or more Classes, in the 
lower of which the instruction is adapted to those who have completed 
the studies in the Collegiate Department. 

Post-graduate Course. 

The higher University Classes are adapted, in their extent and mode 
of instruction, to candidates for Master of Arts, Civil Engineer, School- 
graduate, and Doctor of Philosophy. 

Conditions of Admission.* 

All candidates for admission must be of good moral character, and not 
less than sixteen years of age; but, in case an applicant qualified for 
admission to the First College Classes be accompanied by an elder brother, 
or other near relative, the Faculty may, at its discretion, waive the require- 
ment in respect to age. 

If any person, whose object is to become a student, shall fail to 
report himself to the Chancellor on the first day after his arrival, he may 
be excluded, if his reasons for delay be deemed invalid. 

No one will be admitted to any Class previous to matriculation and 
subscription to the Laws and Regulations of the University. 

Qualifications for Admission. 

All candidates for admission to any of the Schools of the University 
will be expected to have a competent knowledge of the following sub- 
jects: 

L English Language— Grammar; Orthography; Elements of Composition. 

*0n arriving in Naahville, students should immediately report at the office of the 
Secretary, in the University building, where they will be shown a list of approved 
boarding-houses, from which selections may be made. Medical students should 
report to the Secretary of the Medical Faculty, at the Medical College, South Cherry 
Street. 
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II. Geography — The General Facts of Physical Geography ; Political Geography, 
especially of the United States and Europe. 

III. History— The History of the United States, and the Outlines of Grecian and 
Roman History. 

IV. A rithmetic— Fractions, common and decimal; Denominate lumbers; the 
Metric System of Weights and Measures ; Percentage and Proportion. 

Teachers preparing young men to enter this Institution cannot be too 
deeply impressed with the importance of thoroughness in these element- 
ary studies. 

In addition to a knowledge of these subjects, each School of the Uni- 
versity has its own requirements for admission, which will be found stated 
in the "Course of Study in Schools." 

A knowledge of English is deemed of such prime importance that the 
authorities have determined to award no certificate or diploma to any 
student in the Academic or Biblical Department until he is able to pass 
in English a satisfactory examination. And in the Schools to which 
Geography and Arithmetic are more directly related, a competent knowl- 
edge of these subjects will also be required, in order to obtain the Certifi- 
cate of Proficiency. 

Entrance Examination in English. 

The Entrance Examination in English is required at first matricula- 
tion of all students in the Academic and Biblical Departments. This 
examination embraces English Grammar (practical and theoretical), writ- 
ing from dictation, and an exercise in extemporaneous composition on an 
assigned subject. 

The examination is held by a committee of the Faculty, during the 
first two days of the session, beginning at 9 a.m. of each day. 

If the preliminary examination in English is not satisfactory, theappli- 
> cant, if he be admitted into the University, will be required to pursue a 
preliminary course in English. 

Preliminary Instruction. 

For the present, preliminary instruction in Latin, Greek, or Mathe- 
matics, will be given to students who are not fully prepared to enter all 
the regular College Classes of these Schools. 

These Classes— and, when necessary, the lower College Classes— will be 
taught in sections, so as to afford opportunity for thorough drill in ele- 
mentary principles. 

Distinct Schools. 

The Course of Study in the Academic Department is distributed into Dis- 
tinct Schools, and is so arranged as to allow the student the privilege of 
pursuing those studies for which he is qualified, that are suited to his 
special tastes, previous preparation, or proposed business in life. The 
different subjects are also so grouped as to represent courses of general 
culture leading to different Degrees. 
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Time Required for Graduation. 

The quality and extent of attainments, and not the time consumed in 
making them, will be the test of fitness for the degrees and honors of the 
Institution. The time, therefore, requisite to obtain a degree will depend 
on the previous preparation of the student, as well as on his capacity and 
diligence. 

Election of Studies. 

j Students who are prepared for the regular College Classes are permitted 

to elect any of the Schools of the Academic Department for which they 
may be qualified; but they are earnestly advised to enter upon a regular 
course for one of the Academic Degrees, and to prosecute their studies in 
the order named in " Order of Study for Degrees." 

On coming to the University, they should advise with the Chancellor, 
or some member of the Faculty, in regard to the course of study proper 1 
for them to pursue. 

An application for a change of studies, unless made within two weeks 
after matriculation, will not be granted, except such change be advised by 
the Faculty. 

Beginning of Session. 

The Session will begin on the first day of September, and continue 
until the last day of May. 

All students should present themselves punctually at the opening of 
the Session. The loss of 'a few lectures at the beginning of the Session 
may prove to be a serious embarrassment. 

Certificates. 

Certificates will be given to students of any School who complete sat- 
\ isfactorily the studies of a Class of lower grade than is required for the 

Degree of Master of Arts. Those who complete such studies with distinc- 
tion will be entitled to Uonor Certificates. 

Proficiency and Distinguished Proficiency. 

Certificates of Proficiency will be conferred upon students who com- 
plete satisfactorily the studies in any School required for the Degree of 
Master of Arts. Those who complete such studies with distinction will re- 
ceive Certificates of Distinguished Proficiency.

Graduate in a School. 

A student who has completed in any School the course required there- 
in for the Degree of Master of Arts, may enter upon a special higher 
course of study in that School, upon the completion of which, with dis- 
tinction, he will be entitled to a Certificate of Graduation. Special students 
pursuing this School-graduate Course may, subject to the approval of the 
Faculty, limit their studies to the subjects presented in any one School.

KEQUIREMENTS FOR DEGREES. 

Bachelor of Philosophy (B.P.). 

Required: Certificates in First College Mathematics; College Course of 
English, French, or German; in First Year University, Chemistry, Natural 
History and Geology; and in First and Second Year University, Moral Philos- 
ophy, Physics and Astronomy, History and English Literature; and in 
any two of the following: College Course of (1) Latin, (2) Greek, (3) Ger- 
man or French, (4) Spanish; (5) Second College, Mathematics; (6) Univer- 
sity, English. 

Bachelor of Arts (B.A.). 

Required: Certificates in College Course of English, Mathematics and 
History; in First Year University, Latin, Greek, History and English Lit- 
erature, Chemistry, Natural History and Geology; and in First and Second 
Year University, Moral Philosophy, Physics and Astronomy. 

Bachelor of Science (B.S.). 

Required: Certificates in College Course of German or French, and En- 
glish; in First Year University, Mathematics; and in First and Second Year 
University, Physics and Astronomy, Chemistry, Natural History and Geol- 
ogy, and Moral Philosophy; and in any one of the following: College 
Course of (1) Latin, (2) Greek, (3) French or German; (4) University Course 
of History and English Literature. 
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Bachelor of Engineering (B.E.). 

Required : Certificates in both German and French, and in College Course 
of Drawing— in other respects the same course as for B.S. ; and in addition 
thereto, the subjects and work of the First Year in the School of Engin- 
eering. 

Master of Arts (M.A.). 

To obtain this degree the candidate must be a Distinguished Proficient 
in the full University Course in (1) Latin, (2) Greek, (3) Mathematics, (4) 
English, (5) one Modern Language, French or German, (6) History and 
English Literature, (7) Physics and Astronomy, (8) Chemistry, (9) Moral 
Philosophy, (10) Natural History and Geology. 

The College Course in two Modern Languages may be substituted for 
the entire Course in one. 

Civil Engineer (O.E.). 

For requirements for the degree of Civil Engineer see " School of En- 
gineering." 

Doctor of Philosophy (Ph.D.). 

To obtain this degree the candidate must have received one of the 
Baccalaureate degrees of the University, and also Certificates of Gradua- 
tion in not less than three Schools. He must thereafter, during one year's 
residence at the University, pursue such special studies as may be pre- 
sented in one of the following collective subjects, and pass satisfactorily 
such examinations thereon as may be required by the Faculty: 

1. Physics, Chemistry, Natural History, and Geology. 

2. Mathematics, Applied Mathematics, and Astronomy. 

3. Classical Philology, History, and Antiquities. 

^ 4. Modern Languages, English Literature, and Moral Philosophy. 

He must also present an approved thesis, which shall give evidence of 
independent investigation. 

Students who have not received a Baccalaureate degree will be admit- 
ted to candidacy for the degree of Ph.D., provided they satisfy the Faculty 
of general culture equivalent thereto, and have complied with the other 
conditions. 

Professional Degrees. 

[For requirements, see Departments of Law, Medicine, Pharmacy, and 
Dentistry.] 
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ORDER OF STUDY FOR DEGREES. 

While the organization of the University into distinct Schools permits 
a student to elect such studies as he may prefer, if found prepared, stu- 
dents who are candidates for one of the Baccalaureate degrees are advised 
by the Faculty to prosecute the studies prescribed for the degrees in the 
following order : 

Bachelor of Philosophy. 

First Year: English, French, German, or Latin, Mathematics. 
Second Year: English, French, German, or Latin, History, Chemistry. 
Third Year: History and English Literature, Physics, Moral Philosophy. 
Fourth Year: Physics and Astronomy, Moral Philosophy, English Literature, 
Natural History and Geology. 

Bachelor of Arts. 

First Year: English, Latin, Greek, Mathematics. 
Second Year: English, Latin, Greek, Mathematics. 

Third Year: Latin, Greek, History and English Literature, Physics. 
Fourth Year: Moral Philosophy, Physics and Astronomy, Chemistry, Natural 
History and Geology. 

Bachelor of Science. 

First Year: English, French, German, Mathematics. 
Second Year: English, Freuch, German, Mathematics. 

Third Year: Mathematics, Physics, Chemistry, Natural History and Geology. 
Fourth Year: Moral Philosophy, Physics and Astronomy, Chemistry, Natural 
History and Geology. 

For the other degrees, which are usually taken after the Baccalaureate 
degrees, no special courses of study need be here indicated. 
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COURSE OF STUDY IN SCHOOLS. 



The Course of Study in the Academic Department, embracing Phi- 
losophy, Science, and Literature, is divided into the following distinct 
Schools : 

I -SCHOOL OF LATIN. 

PROFESSOR JAS. WM. DODD. J. W. SHIPP, Assistant Instructor. 

For admission to the First College Class, applicants should be prepared 
to pass a satisfactory examination in four books of Gesar, four orations of 
Cicero, four books of Virgil (JEneid), with questions on Latin Grammar, 
including Prosody (hexameter verse), and in translating simple English 
into Latin prose. 

Applicants for admission to advanced Classes must be prepared to pass 
a satisfactory examination in all the studies previously pursued by the 
Class which they wish to enter, or in the equivalents of such studies. 

. First College Class. — Sallust ; Ovid; Livy; daily drill in Grammatical 
Forms and Construction; Exercises in Prose Composition ; Roman History. 

Second College Class. — Cicero (de Officiis, or Tusc. Disputations); Horace; 
Grammar continued, with the addition of Prosody and Metres; Exercises in Prose 
Composition ; Roman History. ' 

First University Class.— Horace, continued ; Cicero (de Oratore) ; Tacitus ; en- 
larged course in Syntax, with Miscellaneous Exercises in Prose Composition ; Roman 
Literature. 

Second University Class. — Quintillian; Juvenal; Plautus or Terence ; Histor- 
ical Grammar; Roman Literature and Antiquities; Blackboard Lectures on the 
History of Roman Literature, accompanied by ample extracts for translation by the 
Class. These extracts will be, in a large proportion, from authors not read in the 
regular course, such as Lucretius, Catullus, etc. 

Books Recommended for Reference : Grammars — Allen & Greenough's, Gilder- 
sleeve's, Harkuess's ; History — The Student's Merivale's, or Liddell's ; Literature 
— Cruttwell's ; A ntiquities— Ramsay's Manual; Biography, Mythology, Geography, 
etc.— Smith's Classical Dictionary. 

The Lecture-room is supplied with Kiopert's wall-maps, and with drawings, 
engravings, models, etc., illustrative of Roman life and history. 

Graduate Course. — A much more extensive course is required of those 
who desire to pursue their Latin studies beyond the Second University 
Year. Those completing this course with distinction will be entitled to a 
Certificate of Graduation in Latin. 
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II -SCHOOL OF GREEK. 



PROFESSOR HUMPHREYS. J. W. SHIPP, Assistant Instructor. 

Applicants for admission to the School of Greek should have a respect- 
able knowledge of Elementary Grammar, especially the Etymology, and 
should be able to construe with facility the easier authors. This prep- 
aration may be secured by a thorough study of two books of Xenophon's 
Anabasis, and two books of the Memorabilia, with an elementary exercise 
book. 

First College Class {five hours per week). — In this Class are read Xenophon 
and Herodotus. The Etymology is reviewed, and the Syntax studied, with pro- 
gressive exercises. 

Second College Class (three hours per week).— In this Class are read Homer, 
Demosthenes, Euripides, and Plato. Advanced exercises with thorough study of 
Syntax. Lectures on Metres. 

University Class (three hours per week). — In this Class will be studied four books 
of Thucydides, three plays of Sophocles, three plays of JEschylus, and one play of 
Aristophanes. A portion of the course will be carefully studied in Class, and the 
remainder read privately by the students, who will be examined on the entire course 
stated above, and will also be required to translate passages not in the course. This 
Class also studies History of Literature, Metres, etc., and writes advanced exercises. 
This course is required for Certificates of Proficiency and of Distinguished Pro- 
ficiency. 

Graduate Course. — This course is designed for those who desire to prosecute 
advanced Greek studies. In it will be studied Pindar, Aristotle, etc., and attention 
will be paid to Greek Music, Lyric Rhythm, Art, Numismatics, Epigraphy, etc: 
Any one completing the course with distinction will receive a Certificate of Gradu- 
ation in Greek. The final examination will not be confined to work done in Class. 

N. B. — Use of Accents required from the beginning ; Geography, Mythology, etc., 
taught incidentally throughout the entire course; History required of all who are 
candidates for Proficiency or Graduation. 

Sanskrit.— The Professor will give elementary instruction in Sanskrit 
whenever there is a sufficient number of applicants.

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IV -SCHOOL OF HISTORY AND ENGLISH LITERATURE. 

PROFESSOR DODD. 

1. History. — Second College Class: Brief Outline Study of the Principal Na- 
tions, Ancient and Modern, with more particular study of certain epochs. 

Text-books : Thalheimer's Ancient History; Dew's Digest of Ancient and Mod- 
ern History ; Lectures ; Schmitz's Student's Atlas.

3. English Literature. — Second University Year : This course will embrace the 
careful study of a few representative works of the language, with the Lives and 
Times of their authors, and a general view of the History of our Literature, from 
its origin to the present day.

First Com.kgk Class {five hours per week) : Completes Solid Geometry, Algebra, 
Plane and Spherical Trigonometry, with their applications to Surveying, etc. [Be- 
quired for B.P.] 

Second College Class (three hours per week): Analytical Geometry, Descriptive 
Geometry, Theory of Equations. [Required for B.A.] 

University Class (three hours per week): Analytical Geometry of three dimen- 
sions (./iMw), Differential and Integral Calculus.

Graduate Cocrse : Determinant* (Doster), Quaternions (Kelland d- Tait), Cal- 
culus of Variations (Courtenay).

IX.-S0H00L OF CHEMISTRY. 

PROFESSOR LUPTON. J. T. McGILL, Assistant. 

Instruction in this School embraces — 

1. A Course of Lectures on General Chemistry. 

2. A Course of Lectures on Applied Chemistry. 

3. A Systematic Laboratory Course in Analytical Chemistry, for the practice of 
Chemical Analysis and for Chemical Research. 

1. The Lectures on General Chemistry (five per week) extend through- 
out the entire Session, and include a discussion of the fundamental prin- 
ciples of Chemical Philosophy in connection with the history, preparation, 
properties, and compounds of the metallic and non-metallic elements, with 
the main facts and principles of Organic Chemistry. In this Course, the 
more common applications of Chemistry to the Arts and Manufactures are 
discussed. The Apparatus used for experimental illustration is unusually 
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extensive, containing all the newest and most approved instruments neces- 
sary for presenting the whole subject in the most attractive and instruct- 
ive form. 

Reference-books: Roscoe, Fownes, Frankland, Miller's Elements of Chemistry, 
Cooke's Chemical Philosophy, Graham-Otto, Naquet, Chemical Journals. 

2. The Lectures on Applied Chemistry (three per week) extend 
throughout the Session, and include a discussion in detail of the processes 
and chemical principles involved in the most important applications of 
Chemistry, in the Arts and Manufactures, in the reduction of ores, the 
preparation of materials for food and drink, for clothing, shelter, heating, 
illumination, cleansing, purifying, writing, printing, etc. 

These Lectures are amply illustrated by means of suitable specimens of 
raw materials and manufacturing products, together with models of Fur- 
naces, and a set of Knapp's Technological Diagrams. 

Reference-books: Wagner's Chemical Technology, Muspratt's Chemistry as 
applied to Arts and Manufactures, lire's Dictionary, Watt's Dictionary, Richardson 
and Watt's Chemical Technology, Percy's Metallurgy. 

3. The Laboratory Course in Analytical Chemistry will embrace the 
practical operations of Analysis, and be varied in its details to suit the 
individual objects of the student. The Laboratories, which are open from 
9 a.m. to 5 p.m. during five days in the week, are amply supplied with 
every thing necessary for instruction in chemical manipulation, in the 
qualitative and quantitative analysis of soils, fertilizers, minerals, mineral- 
waters, technical products, etc., and in the method of performing chem- 
ical researches. Unusual facilities are offered to students who wish to 
devote their time to the special study of Practical Chemistry. 

Young men who may be engaged in business in the city will be per- 
mitted by the Faculty to become Laboratory-students, and be excused 
from other University exercises. 

A fee of $50 per Session is charged for instruction in Analytical Chem- 
istry, and for material consumed. 

Each student in the Chemical Laboratory is required to deposit $10, 
and is furnished with a working-table, a set of reagent bottles, and the 
common reagents and apparatus used in Qualitative and Quantitative 
Analysis. At the close of the Session he will be credited with such arti- 
cles as may be returned in good order; the value of those which have 
been injured or destroyed will be deducted from the deposit. 

A short course in Qualitative Analysis and the use of the Blow-pipe is 
given, for which the fee is $10. This is required of all students who take 
the Course in Applied Chemistry.

PROFESSOR SAFFORD. 

The subjects taught in this School are as follows:

Zoology and Geology. 

Second University Year. Determinative Mineralogy and Lithology, with Blow- 

pipe Analysis. 
Practice in the Analysis of Plants.

Comparative Physiology and Anatomy. 

Geological and Paleontological Studies in the Field. 

The methods of instruction embrace Lectures, Recitations, and Labora- 
tory work. The general aim is to introduce the student, so far as pos- 
sible, to the actual objects of study, or to the best obtainable delineations 
of such objects. To this end, the material of the several cabinets of the 
University is freely used, excursions are made as often as practicable, col- 
lections are worked up in the Laboratory, and supplementary explana- 
tions, with illustrative diagrams, are offered in the Lectures. 

A Laboratory for special study and practical work in the various 
branches of Natural History and Geology is provided. It is supplied 
with microscopes and other instruments for Mineralogical, Biological, and 
Geological investigations and practice. This work includes the Use of 
the Blow-pipe, the Determination of Minerals and Rocks, the Analysis of 
Plants, the Making of Herbariums, the Inspection and Determination of 
Fossils, Dissections, the Mounting of Specimens, etc. 

Text-booh: Dana's Manual of Mineralogy and Lithology; E. S. Dana's Text- 
book of Mineralogy; Brush's Manual of Determinative Mineralogy and Blow-pipe 
Analysis.

XL-SCHOOL OF ENGINEERING. 

PROFESSOR LANDRETH. 

The instruction in the course of study leading to the Degree- of Civil 
Engineer has for its objects — 

1. To lay a foundation of theoretical study in those subjects essential 
to the successful prosecution of professional scientific work in general; 
to elucidate the principles and methods of scientific reasoning, and the 
procurement, manipulation, and interpretation of observations of precision. 

2. To provide theoretical and practical instruction in the general sub- 
jects in the profession of the Engineer, and to provide special, technical 
training in one or more of the several prominent sub-divisions of Civil 
Engineering. / 

3. To combine with class and lecture-instruction such actual work of 
the nature of instrumental practice, field-work, conception and execution 
of plans, projects, and designs, as shall both clearly illustrate the applica- 
tion of theory to practice, and qualify graduates to occupy at once sub- 
ordinate positions while acquiring professional experience commensurate 
to their theoretical attainments. 

The requirements for the Degrees in Engineering are as follows: 

Bachelor of Engineering (B. E.). 

English, German, French, History, Rhetoric, Mathematics, Physics an<l Astron- 
omy, Chemistry, Natural History, Logic, Political Economy, and Mental Philos- 
ophy — as given under " Requirements for Degrees," page 30 — and, in addition, all 
subjects and work of the First Year in the School of Engineering. 

Civil Engineer (0. E.). 

After completing the Baccalaureate Course in Engineering, the Degree of Civil 
Engineer may he obtained by completing either one of three courses: First, a 
Course [A] in Constructive Engineering; second, a Course [B] in Geodesy ; third, 
a Course [C] in Mining Engineering. The respective requirements in the three 
courses are as follows: In Course [A], Graduation in the School of Mathematics, 
and the subjects (1), (2), and (3), in the Second Year of the School of Engineering ; 
in Course [B], Graduation in the School of Mathematics, Physics and Astronomy, 
and subject (4) in the Second Year of the School of Engineering : in Course [C]— 
Mining Engineering— a Graduate Course in Metallurgy and Mining Chemistry in

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the School of Chemistry, a Graduate Course in Economic Geology and Mineralogy 
in the School of Natural History and Geology, and subjects (2, in part), (3), and (5), 
in the Second Year of the School of Engineering. 

Each candidate for a degree is required to present a satisfactory thesis on an ap- 
proved technical subject. 

» 

The Course of Study in the School of Engineering comprises— 

First Year. 

Drawing. — Free-hand drawing from plates and models; Instrumental, Geomet- 
rical plane problems, Orthographic projections, including two plane and three plane 
drawing, auxiliary revolutions, intersections and developments. Mechanical and 
isometric projections and linear perspective, with tints, grading, shades, and shad- 
ows. Topographical drawing and mapping, with contours, hachvires, conventional 
symbols and colors. Specification-drawings for engineering and architectural de- 
signs, with detail working-drawings. Drawing-room practice five hours per week 
additional. 

Surveying and Location. — Compass surveying, including determination of mag- 
netic declination, transit surveying, topographical surveying by reconnaissance, 
contouring with plane-table and transit, traversing and meandering. Railroad and 
oanal alignment; reconnaissance and preliminary surveys for, and location of, the 
line. Field-practice five hours per week. 

Engineering. — 1. Materials used in construction. Their character, quality, and 
modes of preparation and preservation, timber, earths, cement, stone, brick, iron, 
steel, etc. 

2. Analytical and graphical analysis of strains in blocks, beams, and frames. 
Practice in computing problems and strain-sheets. 

3. Strength and stability of materials and structures, embankments, founda- 
tions, walls, frames, trestles, and trusses, in the several conditions of form, loading, 
and distribution of material. Problems and model-practice. 

4. Principles and methods of construction, cutting, joining, framing, piling, 
scaffolding, supporting and erecting, excavating, and securing foundations. Stone- 
cutting and laying, arch-centering and springing. Metal-working, dressing, turn- 
ing, forging, and welding. Construction and manipulation of appliances and plant 
for extensive engineering operations. Machine-shop practice, examination and 
reviews of structures and operations. 

5. Sanitary Engineering. Designing of dwellings to insure healthful conditions 
of heating, ventilation, natural illumination, drainage, and fire-protection. Public 
water-supply, tests for quality and hardness of waters, various systems of collect- 
ing, purifying, and distributing water, with relative economy in construction and 
maintenance. Removal and dispositions of Bewage. 

Second Tear. 

1. Applied Mechanics advanced. Higher Graphical Analysis. 

2. Extension of constructive principles to designs for, and construction of, ulti- 
mate structures, bridges and roofs, roads and railroads, canals, tunnels, and water- 
works. Execution of projects with accompanying drawings, specifications, and 
itemized estimates. 

3. Dynamical Engineering. Animal, water, steam, and air motors; transmis- 
sion of power by compressed air, by wire ropes, and by electricity ; tunneling and 
drifting by rock-drilling and blasting. 
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4. Oeodety. Errors of observation, arrangement of observations and adjustment 
of orrors to give most probable values of the quantities desired ; form of the earth ; 
reconnaissance survey for a projected triangulation system, measurement of base, 
erection of station, signaling and observing ; reduction of the observations, com- 
putation and adjustment of the triangles; determination of astronomical position 
and azimuth at the station by the sextant, transit, and zenith telescope ; location of 
meridians and parallels. 

5. Mining. Prospecting, subterranean surveying ; locating extraction centres; 
ventilation and drainage, natural and artificial ; timbering, machinery and plant 
for exploitation and ore-dressing. 

The instruction in the First Year is from text-books, lectures, and notes, illus- 
trated constantly by practical problems, field-work, and shop-practice. 

The equipment of engineering instruments, models, and specimens, 
is extensive, and the collection will be constantly increasing. A well- 
equipped machine-shop furnishes practical instruction in metal and wood- 
working, and an experimental laboratory is provided with apparatus and 
appliances for testing the character and strength of constructive mate- 
rials. Field-parties in surveying and road-engineering are regularly or- 
ganized and directed by the instructor. 

Visits of inspection will be made to structures and operations of pro- 
fessional interest in and about the city, and carefully-written reviews, 
giving minute details of the subjects examined, will be required of the 
students. Nashville, as an important commercial centre of railroad and 
river communication, necessitating important buildings, bridges, water 
and gas-works, manufactures and processes, affords excellent facilities for 
such inspection and study. 

During the Second Year the number of lectures and recitations is reduced with a 
proportional increase in the amount of time devoted to practical work. The greater 
portion of this available time is devoted to the preparation of definite projects, 
each leading to the execution of designs for a completed structure, operation, or 
process, and each including the necessary historical reading and research bearing 
on the subject, and the necessary experiments and computations; the whole, when 
completed, to be represented by a descriptive memoir and drawings— the memoir 
to include the results of investigation and computations, specifications, detailed 
estimate, and a proposed scheme for the execution of the project — the drawings to 
be such as shall clearly illustrate the project, and to include the necessary plans, 
elevations, sections, free-hand sketches, and working-drawings for construction. 

Ample facilities for drawing are furnished in two drawing-rooms with 
skylight and side illumination. The rooms are provided with individual 
drawing-desk and boards, models, designs, and plates, and are open for 
drawing throughout the day. 

Special students in Engineering, not candidates for a degree, may elect 
any of the subjects and work for which their preparation qualifies them. 
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Apparatus, etc. 

The Apparatus of tho School of Physics was purchased from the most 
distinguished manufacturers in Europe — that of Statics, Dynamics, Hydro- 
statics, Hydrodynamics, and Heat, from Deleuil, of Paris; that of Electric- 
ity, Magnetism, Galvanism, Electro-magnetism, and Thermo-electricity, 
from Rhumkorff, of Paris; that of Meteorology, from Casella, of London; 
that of Acoustics, from Koenig, of Paris; that of Optics, from Duboscq, of 
Paris, and Powell & Leland, of London. 

An enumeration of the principal instruments of this School would 
require too much space ; it will suffice to say that the collection is adequate 
to the illustration of all the subjects taught. 

Astronomical Observatory. 

The Astronomical Observatory is supplied with an Equatorial, with 
clock-movement, rrlade by Cook & Sons, York, England, of six inches 
aperture and eight feet focal length, accompanied by a stellar spectro- 
scope, by Mertz, of Munich, and a solar spectroscope, by Grubb, of Dublin; 
a Meridian Circle, reading to seconds, with four Micrometers, by Ertel A 
Son; a fine Astronomical Clock, by Dent; and an Altazimuth, by Cook 
<fc Sons. 

Chemical Laboratory. 

The amplest facilities are afforded for instruction in theorectical and 
practical Chemistry. Six rooms are appropriated to this School, including 
a large, commodious lecture-room, an apparatus-room and private labora- 
tory for the Professor, a balance-room, and analytical laboratory, a furnace- 
room, and room for gas-analysis. These rooms are furnished with all the 
modern appliances for practical study, among which may be mentioned 
Bunsen's filtering pumps, water-baths, eudiometers, apparatus for gradu- 
ating and calibrating tubes, Sprengel's and Geisler's mercurial pumps, 
spectroscopes, with Browning's latest improved electric lamp and lantern 
for projecting spectra on screens, Oertling's assay and other balances, 
.lolly's spring-balance, Dr. J. Lawrence Smith's improved chemical micro- 
scope, manufactured by Nachet, of Paris; Fletcher's universal furnace, 
Hoffman's improved lecture apparatus, saccharimeter, cathetomers, etc. 

The lecture-table, as well as each table in the Labortaory, is supplied 
with water and gas. 

In addition to the collection of specimens and products to illustrate 
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the Lectures on Applied Chemistry, a large number of models of furnace*, 
used in the application of Chemistry to the arts, has been procured, to- 
gether with Knapp's technological diagrams. 

Museum. 

One of the largest rooms in the main University-building is set apart 
for the use of the Museum, and is supplied with wall-cases of the most 
approved pattern and finish. This apartment is devoted exclusively to 
fossil remains. It contains the collections of the Professor of Mineralogy 
and Economic Geology, comprising fossils from all parts of Tennessee, 
and from contiguous States. The collection is especially rich in Paleo- 
zoic forms, chambered shells, gasteropods, brachiopods, polyzoa, trilobites, 
corals, and sponges — not a few of the species being new and undescribed. 
It includes, also, many hundred specimens from the tertiary and creta- 
ceous beds of Alabama. To these must be added fifteen hundred fossil 
forms from Europe. 

These collections are supplemented by Professor Ward's celebrated 
series of Casts. Among these are casts of mammalian and reptilian skel- 
etons, skulls, and bones, the originals of which are only to be seen in the 
British and other foreign Museums. Prominent among them are the 
skeleton of the gigantic Megatherium, the Glyptodon, the head of the Dino- 
tkerium, the skull and tusks of the extinct Asiatic Elephant (Elephax 
Ganesa), the skull and tusks of the Mastodon, the extinct Asiatic Tortoise 
(Colossochelys Atlas), the swimming reptiles, etc. This will suffice to give 
some idea of the character and value of the collection and its adaptation 
to the purposes of instruction. 

The Cabinets of minerals and rocks are in other rooms, and comprise 
about six thousand specimens, four thousand of which are minerals. Most 
of the minerals have been purchased abroad; many of them are from the 
Cabinet of the Professor of Mineralogy; others have been donated by the 
friends of the University. They include nearly or quite all the species 
given in "Dana's System of Mineralogy." Accompanying these is a full 
series of the models of crystals. 

The specimens of rocks are both European and American. They are 
numerous and varied, and abundantly sufficient for practical study in 
Lithology. 

The Herbarium contains many hundred species of plants, and new 
material is constantly accumulating. A complete set of Dr. Auzoux's mod- 
els, in papier-machd, of the flowers and fruits of plants has been received 
from Paris. These model* represent the organs greatly magnified, and 
each ono is so constructed as to be taken apart, as in a veritable dis- 
section, showing the parts in detail. 

The Grounds of the University are becoming richly stocked with species 
of trees and shrubs. The species are very numerous — the whole consti- 
tuting an extensive arboretum, and supplying superior facilities for instruc- 
tion in Practical Botany.

All fees are payable in advance. 



A Contingent Deposit of $5 is required from each student, on entering 
the University, to be deposited with the Bursar, in order to cover any dam- 
ages that may occur. When the student leaves the University, the whole 
of this deposit, or any unexpended part thereof, will be refunded. 

The Fee for a Diploma is $5. 

An additional expense of $5 is incurred by those students who elect 
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work in the Mineralogical Laboratory. For fees and expense in Chem- 
ical Laboratory, see " School of Chemistry." 

Payment on Matriculation. 

Students are required to deposit with the Treasurer, when they matric- 
ulate, the amount due for the scholastic year for Tuition, Incidental, Libra- 
ry, and Contingent Fees. These fees amount-

Students who matriculate after the first of January will be required to 
pay only half the Tuition Fees, but the full amount of other fees. The 
Matriculation Fee and Library Fee are not refunded on account of with- 
drawal for any cause; and no portion of the Tuition Fee is refunded on 
account of voluntary withdrawal, unless it is caused by protracted sick- 
ness, and occurs before the 15th January. 

Deposit with Bursar. 

Besides the above, there will be an additional expense^for the purchase 
of books. It is impossible to define its amount, as it will depend upon the 
Classes a student may enter. The average cost may be placed, approxi- 
mately, at $15 per annum. 

Parents and guardians are assured that there can be no sources of 
expenditure, so far as the operations of the University create them, beyond 
those specified. It is recommended that the amount of pocket-money 
allowed to sons and wards be small. The possession of money in the 
vicinity of a large city is the principal cause of idleness and dissipation. 

Board being paid monthly, it is unwise to place in the hands of a 
student the money for the board of the entire Session. The temptation 
to spend it for illegitimate purposes will be too great lor the resistance of 
many. 

Parents and guardians are therefore earnestly advised to deposit with 
the Bursar of the University the whole amount necessary for fees, board, 
and books, which will be paid on the order of the student only for legiti- 
mate expenses.- 

The Bursar will also receive the amount allowed for pocket-money, and 
pay out the same monthly, according to the direction of the parent or 
guardian. 

Professional Students 

are permitted to attend any Lectures of the University without payment 
of an additional Tuition Fee, subject to all the regulations governing the 
Academic students. 
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EXAMINATIONS, 

These are of two kinds— General and Special. Two General Examina- 
tions are held — the Intermediate, near the middle, and the Final, at the 
close of the Session. Students falling below the minimum grade at the 
Final Examination can be promoted to the next higher Class only upon a 
satisfactory preliminary examination at the opening of the next Session. 

No student who, without sufficient reasons, fails to stand any General 
Examination will be admitted to competition for any of the honors of the 
University. 

Special Examinations, within the lecture-hour, may be held at any 
time during the Session, at the option of the Professors of the respective 
Schools. 

A preliminary examination is held at the opening of each Session, for 
the purpose of ascertaining the qualifications of applicants for admission. 
All Academic students, on their first matriculation, are required to stand 
a preliminary examination on the English language. 

Monthly Report. 

A report is sent, by the Secretary of the Faculty, at the close of each 
month, to the parent or guardian of the student, containing a statement 
of absences from exercises, and of proficiency in his studies. 

Attendance. 

Students are required to attend all the exercises of the several Schools 
for which they may matriculate. All excuses for non-attendance, except 
sickness, are referred to the consideration of the Faculty. Any student 
having occasion to be absent from his duties must first obtain leave of 
absence from the Chancellor. 

All students are expected to attend on Sunday morning such churches 
in the city as they may prefer. They are required to keep the Lord's-day 
with becoming reverence, and to ahstain from all behavior inconsistent 
with that sacred season. On Sunday afternoon they are required to be 
present at the delivery of a sermon in the Chapel of the University, 
unless, for satisfactory reasons, they are excused by the Chancellor. 

Students are required to attend daily morning prayers in the Chapel, 
unless especially excused by the Faculty. 

Number of Exercises Required. 

Every student, unless especially excused by the Faculty, shall have at 
least fifteen Recitations and Lectures per week, or their equivalent, and 
not more than twenty per week, except when advised by the Faculty. 

Homes of Students. 

The University does not provide board and rooms for those in attend- 
ance. Students are allowed to select their own homes in families approved 
by the Chancellor. There are good boarding-houses near the University. 
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Whenever a change in the place of boarding is made, the student must 
report the same to the Secretary of the Faculty. 

Permission will not be given to Academic students to board near the 
centre of the city, unless for special reasons satisfactory to the Chancellor. 

Order. 

Students are expected to obey the regulations of the University, and 
to pay a due respect to its officers. They are required to avoid all noise 
and confusion of every character in the halls and rooms of the buildings. 
Every student will be held responsible for the furniture which he uses, 
and the cost of repairing any damage thereto will be charged to him. In 
case of injury to the buildings, or to any of the furniture, apparatus, or 
other property of the University, the damage will be charged to the stu- 
dent or students known to be immediately concerned. 

Discipline. 

The University is not a school of reform for vicious boys. Its work is 
to aid earnest, manly young men in acquiring the best education their 
means and talents may allow. Its government is based upon the recog- 
nition of its pupils as young men capable of being influenced by consid- 
erations of duty and honor. The dormitory system being discarded, there 
is no occasion for a systematic espionage. Obliquities of conduct will not 
be sought for, but such as may obtrude themselves upon the notice of the 
Faculty will meet with prompt correction. The progress and deportment 
of each student will be inquired into, at short intervals, and if these shall 
not be satisfactory, the delinquent will be privately and kindly admon- 
ished; but whenever it shall appear that a student is pursuing a course 
that renders his longer connection with the University of no benefit to 
himself, and a damage to others, he will be required to withdraw. 

As the end of the University is to train a body of gentlemen in knowl- 
edge, virtue, and religion, whatever has a tendency to defeat this end, or 
is inconsistent with it, will be treated as an offense, whether expressly 
mentioned in the Laws or not. The sense of propriety and right which 
every honorable young man carries in his own bosom will be taken as a 
sufficient means of knowing these things, and he who pleads ignorance 
of such matters is unfit to be a member of the University. The Institu- 
tion expects and requires the students to maintain the character of refined 
and elevated Christian gentlemen. It would be ashamed of any who 
would excuse breaches of morality and decorum on the plea that the acts 
in question were not specifically condemned in the Code of Laws. It 
earnestly desires that the students may be influenced to good conduct 
and diligence in study by higher motives than the coercion of law; and 
it mainly relies for its success on moral and religious principle, on a sense 
of duty, and the generous feelings which belong to young men engaged in 
honorable pursuits. 
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SCHOLARSHIPS. 

1. Teachers' Scholarships. 

Teach ei^s of one year's approved standing, who design to make teaching 
a profession, may be admitted to free tuition in any of the non-professional 
Schools of the University, if prepared to enter the regular Collegiate 
Classes, upon giving bond and security to spend in teaching, after leaving 
the University, one year for each year of such free tuition, or in default 
thereof to pay full tuition fees to the University for the time so forfeited. 
Applicants for admission upon these terms must present to the Faculty 
suitable testimonials of their fitness to receive the privilege offered. 

2. Endowed Scholarshins. 

The Whitthorne Scholarship, established by the Hon. W. C. Whit- 
thobne, of Tennessee, pays the tuition of three students. 

The Taylor Scholarship, established by Col. W. F. Taylor, of Memphis, 
pays the tuition of one student. 

These appointments are now made by the donors. 

The Cartmell Fund, for the benefit of young men to be educated in 
Vanderbilt University. Candidates for matriculation are appointed by 
the authorities of Wilson county, Tenn. 



FELLOWSHIPS. 

In order to encourage the prosecution of the highest branches of liter- 
ary and scientific study, and to enable the University to become a centre 
of high scholarship and culture, it is designed to found, as the means of 
the University may permit, a number of Fellowships, affording to their 
incumbents residence, support, and facilities for the pursuit of general or 
special study. 

1. Graduate Fellowships. 

The Graduate Fellowships will be held by such graduates as may be 
recommended by the Faculty. These Graduate Fellows will receive an 
income of three hundred dollars each. It shall be their duty to attend 
at least one course of post-graduate study, and to teach ex officio not ex- 
ceeding two hours daily in the University, under the direction of the Fac- 
ulty. These Fellowships shall be for one year, but may be renewed for 
a second year. 

2. Post-graduate Fellowships. 

The Post-graduate Fellowships will be held by graduates in the post- 
graduate degrees, or by graduates who have performed for two years the 
duties of Graduate Fellowship. These Fellowships will be tenable for two 
years, and will offer increased inducements for the prosecution of special 
or technical studies at the University. The incumbents of the same will 
receive a salary of five hundred dollars each. 
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Contributions from the liberal friends of the University are solicited 
for the endowment of these Fellowships, or of others which may be desig- 
nated by the founders. 



The graduates in the degrees of the University, or in the several 
Schools, are published in the Annual Announcement. Other students 
who pass successfully the required examinations for distinction are an- 
nounced and published at Commencement. 



The following Medals have been endowed by the Founder of the Uni- 
versity: 

1. Fouxdrr's-day Medal. — Conferred on the 27th of May, the anniversary of the 
birthday of the Founder of the University, as a Prizo for Oratory; the contestants, 
four in number, being designated by the Literary Societies. 

2. Fot'NnKR's-DKPABTMKST Mm u.s. — Conferred severally in the Law, Medical, 
Biblical, and Academic Departments, on conditions determined by the respective 
Faculties, as follows : In the Law and Medical Departments, upon the best graduate 
of the Department ; in the Biblical Department, upou the student who shall com- 
plete with highest proficiency the English Course of Study in the Biblical Depart- 
ment ; in the Academic Department, upon the graduate who shall obtain the highest 
average grade of distinction in all the Schools embraced in his degree. 



The Owen Medal in the Biblical Department will be conferred, for the Session 
of 1880-81, for the best critical exegesis of a portion of the Greek Testament; and 
for 1882-83, upon that student who shall attain the highest grade on a special com- 
petitive examination upon the Hebrew Bible. 

The Owen Medal in the Academic Department will be conferred (for 1880-81, 
in the Schools of Latin, Greek, and Mathematics; for 1881-82, in the Schools 
of Chemistry, Physics, and Natural History and Geology; for 1882-83, in the 
Schools of Moral Philosophy, History, and Modern Languages) upon that student 
who, having completed the requisites for Baccalaureate Degrees in the Schools in 
question, shall attain the highest grade on a special competitive examination upon 
the same. The Baccalaureate Course, in at least one of these Schools, must be pur- 
sued during the year in which the medal is awarded. 

This medal, however, will not be conferred upon any student who shall fail, in 
the competitive examination, to attain the grade required for distinction.

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cieties. No post-graduate student nor Fellow will be allowed to compete 
for any medal or other prize. 

Literary Societies. 

Commodious halls are provided in the University-building for the Lit- 
erary Societies — the Philosophic and Dialectic. They are regarded as 
supplemental to the University Course, and are encouraged accordingly. 
Saturday, though belonging, like every other week-day, to the regular 
course of lectures and recitations, is remitted by the Faculty, after the 
morning recitation, in order that students may join these Societies for 
exercise in debate, elocution, composition, and other wholesome mental 
and social work, under such rules and regulations as the Societies sev- 
erally may adopt, consistent with the order and general objects of the 
University. 

While the Literary Societies provided for are thus recognized and 
encouraged, those perverted imitations of them, known as "secret socie- 
ties," will not be tolerated. No student of this University will be allowed, 
during his connection with it, to participate in any such prohibited secret 
society. 

Anniversary Celebrations. 

The Literary Societies will hold their anniversary celebrations on the 
evenings of the fourth Thursday in November and the 22d February. 

Library and Beading-room. 

A spacious hall has been set apart specially for this purpose. It is 
designed to make it a feature and an educating power in the University, 
open to all students for reading and reference. They are allowed the use 
of books, under prescribed regulations. The beginning of a Library has 
already been made, in the collection of about seven thousand volumes of 
standard and miscellaneous authors; and to these additions will be made, 
from time to time, as rapidly as possible. With the general Library is 
connected a Reading-room, provided with the issues of the current press, 
and with the leading Magazines and Keviews of America and Europe — 
literary, scientific, and theological. The Library is open from 9 a.m. to 2 
p.m., daily. 

Young Men's Christian Association. 

This Association is regularly organized in the University, and holds its 
meetings at stated periods in the University-building. It furnishes op- 
portunity for Christian work among the students and in the vicinity. 
Special efforts are made to bring new students under its wholesome in- 
fluences. 

Session and Vacation. 

The Session begins on September 1st, and continues without intermis- 
sion until May 31st, with the exception of a cessation of exercises on 
Christmas-day and New-year's-day. 

The regular Vacation continues during the summer months, from June 
1st to September 1st.

II.— EXEGETICAL THEOLOGY. 

Rev. A. M. SHIPP, D.D., Professor. 

1. Hcrmeneutics developed and applied in the Exegetical study of the New Tes- 
tament in the English version ; including history of Interpretation. 

2. Textual Criticism applied to the New Testament ; the principles, method, and 
history of the science. 

3. Exegetical Btudy of the New Testament in Greek, with particular attention to 
the peculiarities of the Hellenistic dialect, and to the style of the several authors ; 
portions of the Septuagint and other Hellenistic writings read to elucidate the idiom 
and help to a thorough knowledge of the original ; some of the Pauline Epistles 
minutely examined with the aid of Grammatical Commentaries, and exercises in 
careful interpretation from time to time required. 

Instruction is given by Recitations and Lectures. 

Text-books: Angus's Bible Hand-book, Green's and Winer's New Testament 
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Grammars, Trench's Synonyms, Scrivener's Introduction to Criticism of New Testa- 
ment, Scrivener's Greek Testament, Septuagint, Josephi Opera, Wilkii Clavis Nov. 
Test. ed. Grimm, Robinson's New Testament Lexicon, Sophocles's Greek Lexicon of 
Roman and Byzantine period, Watson's and Smith's Bible Dictionaries. 



Ill -PRACTICAL THEOLOGY. 

Rev. JOHN C. GRANBERY, D.D., Professor. 

1. Homiletics—Bro&dm on Preparation and Delivery of Sermons. 

2. Pastoral Theology— Vinet. 

3. Church Polity— Discipline of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South ; Manual 
of Discipline; Watson's Institutes, Part IV. 

In addition to Recitations on these Text-books, there will be Lectures by the 
Professor. Essays, Sermons, and Sketches of Sermons, will be required of the Class. 
They will also be exercised in reading the Scriptures and Hymns. 



IV.-HEBREW AND ECCLESIASTICAL HISTORY. 

Riv. THOMAS J. DODD, D.D., Professor. 

In Hebrew we shall endeavor to make the instruction thorough, so that on leav- 
ing the University the student may pursue the subject with ease and pleasure. 
In the third year of the Course the Cbaldee is included. 

To such advanced students as may desire it, instruction in the Syriac will be given. 

Text-book*: Green's Hebrew Grammar, Hahn's Bible, Kursk's or Tregelles's 
Gesenius's Hebrew Lexicon, Rigg's Chaldee Manual, or Luzzatto's Grammar, Uhle- 
mann's Syriac Grammar, Bagster's Syriac Testament, with Lexicon. 

Ecclesiastical History is taught by Lecture, with special reference to Mosheim's 
Institutes. 



The foregoing Course is designed for Classical students, but all of it, 
with the exception of critical exegeses in the original languages of the 
Scriptures, may be profitably attended by English students. Therefore, 
the Board of Trust has established an English Theological Course for the 
benefit of those who do not design to study the Hebrew and Creek. It 
extends through two years, and embraces all the studies laid down in the 
Course prescribed by the authority of the General Conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South. 

Students cannot enter upon this Course without a knowledge of the 
ordinary branches of an English education. Opportunity will be afforded 
at the University of making up their deficiencies in the reading, writing, 
and speaking of the English language with propriety and taste. 

The studies of the Biblical Department are not among the requisitions 
for any of the literary and scientific degrees ; but any student who may 
have completed its entire Course, either Classical or English, will receive 
a diploma in testimony of the fact. 

Students will have an opportunity of exercising their gifts and graces 
in social and public worship during the entire period of their pupilage. 
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The whole end proposed to be accomplished by the Biblical Department 
is to furnish to the Church ministers learned in the Scriptures, sound in 
doctrine, refined but simple in manners, full of zeal, abundant in labor, 
direct, plain, and perspicuous in the presentation of the truth, and ready 
for any field to which the Church may call them. 

Free Tuition. 

Ministers of the gospel of any Church — who are, or purpose to be, 
devoted to the pastoral work — will be admitted to any School in the 
Academic and Biblical Departments free of tuition fees. 

Candidates for admission must present satisfactory testimonials from a 
Bishop, or from a Quarterly Conference with the concurrence of the Pre- 
siding Elder, or from an Annual Conference, or when of other Churches, 
from the proper authorities thereof. 

They must have attained a standard of education equal to that required 
for admission on trial into an Annual Conference. 

Each Biblical student admitted to Wesley Hall is expected to pay ten dollars a 
month in advance. This is about one-half the usual rate for board. The remain- 
der is paid by the Financial Agent out of interest accruing from the notes of the 
Sustcntation Endowment Fund. These students are expected to furnish their own 
fuel, lights, and washing. 

Biblical students who have employment in or near Nashville will not be admit- 
ted to Wesley Hall.

The Law Course will commence on the 1st of September next, and on 
the same day of each subsequent year, and will close on the 31st of May 
thereafter. The second half-year begins the 15th of January. 

Students will find it much to their advantage to enter promptly at the 
beginning of the Session, but they may do so at any time. No examina- 
tion and no previous reading are required. Instruction is given by Lect- 
ures, daily Examinations, and by Moot-courts. Students are required to 
prepare pleadings on statements of cases made for the purpose, argue the 
cases, draw the proper judgments and decrees, prepare bills of exceptions, 
and prosecute appeals or writs of error to the Appellate Court. 

Very great attention is given to this feature, the Faculty being of 
opinion that the principles of Pleading and Procedure may in this man- 
ner be most readily and thoroughly acquired. 

At the close of each term applicants lor the degree of Bachelor 1 of Law 
are subjected to a searching examination in writing of the matters gone 
over, and the Faculty recommend for the degree only those who attain 
seventy-five per cent, of the value of each examination, and who besides, 
by their daily recitations, have satisfied the Faculty of their proficiency. 

Students of average ability and application can complete the Course in 
two years. In exceptional cases the degree may be fairly won in a single 
year. Every thing depends on the student. 

The Faculty are by statute empowered to grant license to practice law 
in any of the courts in Tennessee, and such license is granted not only to 
those who receive the degree of Bachelor of Law, but also to such students 
as may satisfy the Faculty of their fitness to receive such license, although 
falling short of the high degree of proficiency required of thOBe upon 
whom the highest honors of this Department are conferred. 
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The Founder's Gold Medal is awarded annually to that graduate who 
shall be regarded by the Faculty as the best lawyer of his class, and who 
shall have been a student of this University at least one year. 

Nashville presents many advantages as the location of a Law School. The Dis- 
trict and Circuit Courts of the United States, and the Supreme Court of the State of 
Tennessee, sit here during portions of each Term, and afford to students an invalu- 
able opportunity of seeing how cases of importance are managed by able and dis- 
tinguished counsel. The Libraries of the University, and of the State of Tennessee, 
are open to the students, aud the Bar Association of Nashville have kindly offered 
the use of their extensive and well-selected Law Library. 

Students in this Department are permitted to attend, free of charge, 
the Lectures in the Literary and Medical Departments of this University, 
and unusual facilities are thus afforded for the study of medical juris- 
prudence. 

Course of Study. 

Junior Class. — Contracts, Agency, Partnership, Corporations, Domestic Rela- 
tions, Torts, Criminal Law, Evidence, Pleading at Law, Moot-courts. 

Siniok Class. — Bailments, Negotiable Instruments, Insurance, Equity, Real 
Property, Constitutional Law, Equity Pleadings, Proceedings in Admiralty, Moot- 
courts. 

Principal Text-book* : Bishop on Contracts, Story on Agency, Schouler on Do- 
mestic Relations, Cooley on Torts, Washburn on Criminal Law, Washburn on Real 
Property, Cooley's Constitutional Limitations, Stephen 011 Evidence, Stephen on 
Pleading, Mitlord's Equity Pleadings, Daniel on Negotiable Instruments, Bispham's 
Equity.

The Eighth Regular Course of Instruction in the Medical Department 
of Vanderbilt University will commence on Monday, the 4th day of 
October, 1880, and continue until the last Thursday in February, 1881. 

•The Medical Department occupies the Medical College, which, in immediate 
connection with the Hospital, is on South College Street, within the city. Medical 
students, upon their arrival in Nashville, will report at the Medical College. 
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Lectures in Academic Department. 

All students who matriculate in the Medical Department of the Van- 
derbilt University have the privilege, during that scholastic year, of 
attending the lectures in any of the Departments of the University with- 
out the payment of an additional tuition fee. 

Method of Teaching. 

It is the purpose of the Faculty to miike the teaching thorough and practical. 
Five Lectures will be delivered daily, in the College Halls, upon the different sub- 
jects of the Course. During the week the student will hear four Lectures upon 
each branch of Medicine. Daily examinations, or reviews, will be held by each 
Professor at the beginning of his hour, in order that the facts of the previous Lect- 
ure may be impressed upon the minds of the students. The various Courses will be 
illustrated by experiments, dissections, surgical operations, clinics, models, anatom- 
ical, botanical, and chemical specimens, and by such other means as may make the 
instruction imparted practical and pointed. The Cabinets of Anatomy, Physiology, 
Pathology, Obstetrics, Surgery, Materia Medica, and Chemistry, are richly supplied 
with preparations and specimens, which will be used as occasion demands. 

The Chair of Obstetrics, in addition to its full supply of models in wax, appara- 
tus, instruments, etc., has recently had added to it modern plates and diagrams, 
making complete its equipment for the elucidation of the entire Course. 

The Cabinet of Materia Medica has also been liberally supplied with plates, rep- 
resentations of medicinal plants, specimens of drugs and chemicals, and all the 
appliances requisite for illustration. The members of the Class will be invited, 
during the Course, to inspect and study this well-supplied Cabinet with which the 
Museum is furnished. 

Hospital and Clinical Instruction. 

The Hospital-building, erected by and under the exclusive control of 
tho Faculty, has a frontage of one hundred and fifty-four feet, with other 
dimensions in proportion, and adjoins the College-edifice. Its wards, well 
filled at all times with ample material for Surgical and Medical teaching, 
are immediately accessible from the Lecture Halls. This is a peculiar 
feature, enjoyed by very few medical institution?, and one that has been 
pronounced by visitors of large experience as teachers very superior and 
excellent in arrangement. 

Twice a week operations are performed in the presence of the Class. 
The number of these operations is very large, and the variety great, 
embracing every Surgical disease and injury, including the Surgical oper- 
ations of the Eye and Ear.* 

The Obstetrical Ward of the Hospital is under the clinical control of 
the Professor of Obstetrics and his Assistant. It is designed to render 
students familiar with the practical details of Parturition, by assigning to 
their care, under the supervision of the Professor or Assistant, such cases 
as may be available, not only in the Hospital, but in private practice also. 

•All charity patients will be treated for disease, or be made the subject of neces- 
sary operations before the Class. 
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In this way it is proposed to teach them to diagnose the various presenta- 
tions and positions, more fully to comprehend the mechanism of labor, and 
give them facility in manual manipulation and instrumental delivery. 

Practical Anatomy. 

The Anatomical Rooms, which are under the general direction of the 
Professor and Demonstrators of Anatomy, are abundantly supplied with 
fresh and wholesome material. The Demonstrator will be present every 
evening to direct and assist in dissections. Students will be taught the 
art of injecting, preparing and preserving specimens, both wet and dry ; 
also the manner of making corroded specimens of the vessels, tubes, and 
ducts of the various organs. At the proper time, Classes in Operative 
.Surgery will be formed, and each student will receive practical instruction 
upon the cadaver, in the application of the bandage, in the ligation of 
arteries, and in the performance of amputations, resections, etc. This 
Department will be opened on the 20th of September. 

Graduation. 

I. To Graduate, a candidate must have attained the age of twenty-one 
years, and be of good moral character. 

II. He must have attended two full Courses of Lectures, the last of 
which must have been in this Institution. If the candidate has attended 
a full Course of Lectures in a regular Medical School, he may, by attend- 
ance upon a full Course of Lectures in this Institution, present himself 
for Graduation. It is required, also, that the Dissecting Ticket be taken 
for at least one session.* 

III. lie must have studied medicine for three years f (or, at the least, 
thirty-three months), under a regular practitioner — the three years to 

include the time of attendance upon two Courses of Lecturos. • 

IV. The candidate is elected by ballot, and upon receiving three nega- 
tive votes will be rejected; but will be entitled to another examination by 
appearing before a full Faculty, after all other applicants have been exam- 

*A graduated scheme of study, extending through three years, has heen arranged 
for the accommodation of such students as wish to pursue a more prolonged Course. 
This, though Btrongly recommended, is entirely optional with the student. The 
scheme is as follows : 

(1) The student may confine his attention for two full Courses to Anatomy, Chem- 
istry, Materia Medica, and Physiology, and after the end of the second Course be 
examined upon these subjects. 

(2) Such student, during the third Course, to devote himself chiefly to Lectures 
upon the Theory and Practice of Medicine, Surgery, Obstetrics, and Diseases of 
Women and Children, upon which subjects only he shall be examined at the final 
examination for the Degree of M.D.; his standing, however, to be determined by 
the result of both examinations. 

■fOne of which may be one year's course of study at the University in the 
Schools of Chemistry, Physics, and Natural History. 
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ined. No premature examination rvill be granted except by consent of the entire 
Faculty. 

Candidates will not be registered for examination until all fees are paid.

The regular Course of Instruction in the Department of Pharmacy, of 
Vanderbilt University, will commence on the first Monday of October, and 
end on the last Monday of February. The design of this Department 
will be so to train its students by systematic work in exact and practical 
science, and by instruction in special scientific subjects, as to qualify its 
graduates to become practical pharmacists and chemical manufacturers. 

The Course of Instruction embraces General and Analytical Chem- 
istry, Botany, Mineralogy and Crystallography as related to Pharmacy, 
Materia Medica and Toxicology, and Theoretical and Practical Pharmacy. 

The teaching will be made thorough and practical. Fourteen Lectures 
will be delivered each week upon the subjects of the Course. In addition 
to the Lectures, the students will have regular daily work in the Labora- 
tories of the University. 

Students who matriculate in this Department have the privilege, dur- 
ing that scholastic year, of attending the Lectures in any of the Schools 
of the Academic Department of the University, without the payment of 
an additional fee. 

» 

Chemistry. 

PROFESSOR LUPTON. 
(Five Lectures per week.) 

The Lectures in General Chemistry, including both Organic and Inor- 
ganic Chemistry, occupy a prominent part in the Course of Instruction. 
While the subjects considered are so arranged as to secure to the student 
a satisfactory acquaintance with the Science, the general object being to 
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render instruction practically useful, special attention will be given to 
those subjects that relate to Pharmacy. 

This Course will include, so far as its limits will permit, Chemical Phys- 
ics, Inorganic Chemistry, Organic Chemistry, History and Manufacture of 
Chemical Products, Drugs, etc. 

Laboratory Course. 

Laboratory Instruction constitutes an essential part of the Course. Every stu- 
dent is required to spend at least three hours per day in practical work. This 
embraces, during the first session, a thorough Course in Qualitative Analysis, includ- 
ing the detection of poisons, the deportment of the most important medicinal alka- 
loids with reagents, and the systematic method of effecting their sepuration. During 
the second session the student will be employed in Quantitative work, including 
gravimetric and volumetric analysis, determination of densities, etc. 

Qualitative Analysis: Practice with known material, and problems in chemical 
synthesis; practice with unknown material. 

Quantitative Analysis: Determination of densities, gravimetric and volumetric- 
analysis. 

Organic Analysis : Qualitative and Quantitative estimation of drugs; detection 
of adulteration in food, medicines, etc. 

Botany and Mineralogy. 

PROFESSOR SAFFORI). 
{Five Lectures per week.) 

The Lectures on Botany will embrace structural, functional, and sys- 
tematic Botany, with the special consideration of those natural orders and 
genera yielding important drugs. The different subjects will be illustrated 
by means of herbarium specimens, models, and plates; and large cabinet 
collections will be open to students. 

Lectures will be delivered on Mineralogy and Crystallography, so far 
as these subjects are related to Pharmacy. In connection with these 
Lectures, students will be required to work in the Laboratory, and make 
microscopical examinations of crude drugs and other products. 

It is designed to provide a botanical garden and conservatory in connec- 
tion with this School. 

Materia Medica and Toxicology. 

PROFESSOR ATCHISON. 
(Two Lectures per week.) 
This Course will embrace a description of medicines, their physical 
properties, sources from which derived, history; physiological, therapeutic, 
and toxic action, and antidotes. 

A cabinet of specimens will be provided for illustration. 
In connection with these Lectures, students will be expected to analyze 
in the Chemical Laboratory the chief inorganic and organic poisons. 
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Theory and Practice of Pharmacy. 

PROFESSOR EWING. 
(Two Lectures per week.) 

The Lectures on Pharmacy will consist of instructions in the art of 
weighing and measuring, and their systems, as authorized by the United 
States, British, and German Pharmacopoeias. The manipulations of pul- 
verization, filtration, solution, maceration, percolation, crystallization, the 
management of heat, the water, sand, and steam-baths, the processes of 
evaporation and distillation, will be illustrated by the most approved appa- 
ratus. The officinal, and many unofficinal, pharmaceutical preparations, 
and the processes of their manufacture, will be noticed and explained, and 
the doses, uses, and tests of purity, will receive attention. 

Pharmaceutical Manipulations. 

This Course is designed to furnish the student, who hns not had sufficient oppor- 
tunity for acquiring a knowledge of Pharmaceutical Manipulations, with the means 
of obtaining an insight into the principles of this art. 

One afternoon in the week, during the Lecture-season, will be devoted to this 
branch. Apparatus and material will be furnished for the use of the student. No 
pains will be spared to make this Course as useful and thorough as possible. 

Qualifications 

For the Degree of Graduate in Pharmacy (Ph.G.). 

Every person upon whom a diploma of this Department shall be conferred must 
have attended two full Courses in the Department of Pharmacy, or one Course in 
this Department and one in some other respectable College of Pharmacy— the last 
of which, however, must be in this Department. 

A Course in any recognized Medical College, or Department, may be substituted 
for the first of the above Courses. 

He must also produce an original dissertation, or thesis, upon some subject of 
Pharmacy, Materia Mcdica, Chemistry, or one of the branches of Science immedi- 
ately connected therewith. The thesis must be deposited with the Dean, on or before 
the first day of February.

Thk Dental Department of Vanderbilt University will be made equal 
in all its appointments to the older Dental Colleges. A commodious Hall 
has been erected, in a central portion of the city, with special reference 
in its construction and arrangement to the wants of this Department. 
The appointments of the lecture-room, operating and dissecting-rooms, 
and laboratories, are ample and complete. 

The Course of Study will combine the fundamental branches of med- 
ical science with the theory and practice of Dentistry proper. Anatomy 
and Physiology will receive special attention, whilo Materia Medica and 
Therapeutics will bo illustrated by a fine cabinet of selected specimens. 

In the Dental Department proper every opportunity will be afforded 
the student to acquire a practical knowledge of his profession, both in the 
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Laboratory and in the Infirmary, where the number of clinical patients 
is ample. Students in the Dental Department will have access to the 
Surgical Clinics in the Medical Department. 

Graduation. 

The candidate for graduation must be twenty-one years of age, and of 
good moral character. Attendance on two full Courses of Lectures will 
be required, and two years of instructions under a private preceptor; 
but five years of actual practice, or attendance on a full Course in a regu- 
lar Medical or Dental College, will be accepted as the equivalent of the 
First Course in this Department. 

The candidate must treat thoroughly some patient requiring all the 
usual dental operations in a manner to be approved of by the Professor 
of Operative Dentistry. He must also take up at least one artificial case, 
and submit it for approval to the Professor of Mechanical Dentistry ; and, 
in addition, prepare a specimen case, to be deposited in the College Col- 
lection. The operations must be performed, and the work in the artificial 
case done, at the College-building. He must also undergo an examina- 
tion by the Faculty, when, if found qualified, he will be recommended to 
the Board of Jrust for the Degree of Doctor of Dental Surgery.
